JAPS HAMMERING 
PORT ARTHUR FLEET 


Tokio, Dec. 12.—The Japanese con- 
tinue to batter the Port Arthur fleet, 
tnd there is little ground for expecting 
that it will ever again 
engage 
the 
Japanese. 
The battleship Sevastopol 
continues at anchor outside, but pos- 
sibly returns to the harbor at nighU 
and anchors inside the outer boom, 
which protects her from torpedo boats. 
The recent heavy weather has given 
added protection to the vessel. 


Naval 
experts are discarding 
the 
theory that the Russians themselvea 
sank any of the ships. The fact that 
the vessels first showed lists while in 
exposed 
positions, 
and 
the 
efforts 
made to save the Sevastopol are re- 
garded as conclusive evidence against 
the theory of their being sunk by the 
Russians. A majority of the sunken 
warships He headed northward. They 
received the bulls of the fire across 
their port sWes, and the fact that at 
least two of them showed lists to star- 
board 
gives rise to the theory that 
Japanese shells exploded 
inside the 
ships and against the starboard armor, 
driving the armor outward and caus- 
ing leaks. To make sure of the de- 
struction of the Russian warships the 
Japanese continue to drop shells into 
the sunken hulks.

RIOTING IN ST. PETERSBURG 


100 Injured and Many Arrested In 


Anti-Qovernment Demonstration. 
S t Petersburg, Dec. 12.—A popular 
anti-government 
demonstration, 
the 
participants in which 
included large 
numbers of students of both sexes, be- 
gan at midday in the Nevsky Prospect 
and lasted about two hours. Hundreds 
of police and mounted gendarmes, who 
were hidden In the courtyard of the 
public 
buildings, 
emerged 
suddenly 
and charged the crowd at full gallop, 
driving the demonstrators in headlong 
confusion and screaming with terror 
upon the sidewalks and into adjacent 
streets. This led to serious encounters, 
100 persons being more or less se- 
verely injured. 
Many were arrested. 


In anticipation of the demonstration 
an immense thrown v/as attracted to 
the broad thoroughfare, and long be- 
fore the hour fixed, despite the plead- 
ings of the police, who literally lined 
the sidewalks, the throngs 
on 
the 
pavements were so dense that move- 
ment was almost 
Impossible, while 
the snow-covered boulevard was black 
with a tangled mass of sleighs filled 
mostly with the curious. In throngs 
on the sidewalk were practically the 
whole student body of the capital, in- 
cluding many young women, who have 
always been prominent in Russia in 
liberal revolutionary movements, and 
also thousands of workmen belonging 
to the Social I^abor party. 


Toward 1 o'clock the workmen and 
students seemed to swarm toward the 
corner of the Hotel Europe, opposite 
the Kazan Cathedral. Then, when there 
was not a single mounted 
policeman 
in sight, on the stroke of 1, from the 
heart ol the thickly wedged crowd a 
blood 


-red flag, like a sheet of flame, 
suddenly shot up. It was the signal.

appeared in the crowd, 
waving frantically overhead; and they 
were greeted with a hoarse roar ''Down 
with autocracy." The students surged 
Into the street, singing the "Marsel- 
laise," 
while

MRS. CHADWICK 
AGAIN INDICTED 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 13.—Trouble for 
Mrs. Casfiie L. Chadwick increases at 
% rapid rate. She was twice indicted 
by the grand jury of Cuyahoga county, 
and her old-time friend, Iri Reynolds, 
took the stand in court and made evi- 
dent his intention to shield and protect 
her no longer. 


The 
formal 
Indictments 
voted 
against Mrs. Chadwick are based, one 
upon the Carnegie note for $250,000, 
which was made payable at the office 
of Andrew Carnegie in New York city, 
and the other upon the Carnegie note 
for ?500,000, which was payable at the 
National Bank of Commerce in New 
York city. Under each indictment^are 
two counts, one charging forgery, the 
other uttering forged paper. 


Iniormation of the indictments was 
at once wired to New York by County 
Prosecutor Keeler, and he requested 
that Mrs. Chadwick be immediately 
rearrested if she secured ball on the 
other charges hanging over her. 


The examination of 
Iri Reynolds, 
treasurer and secretary of the Wade 
Park Bank, before Referee Remington 
in the bankruptcy court, failed to dls- 
cloee aJiy ^asect that ^^!ght.bo Aocured 
by Receiver Loeser, appointed by the 
federal court, but brought from Mr, 
Reynolds in reply to questions; "She 
told me she 
was 
the 
illegitimate 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie." 


Later Mr. Reynolds, in detailing his 
transactions with Mrs. Chadwiclc, said: 
"In all my transactions with 
Mrs. 
Chadwick I believed from what she 
told me 
that 
Andrev.r Carnegie was 
backing her and that all her indebted- 
ness would be paid." He then added: 
"And I have not had anything yet to 
make me doubt it." 


The witness 
appeared anxious to 
help the oflicials in ever>' way, and 
volunteered much 
Information. 
One 
question caused him to bridle some- 
what, however, and his reply was most 
pathetic. He was asked how much his 
personal loans to her amounted to, and 
he ^aid. In a voice trembling with emo- 
tion: "Please excuse Ine from answer- 
ing that; I'm willing to tell all I know 
of this affair, but I'm going to stay 
right here In Cleveland, I'm not going 
to run away. I'm going to stay here 
and take my medicine. I want to see 
the other debts paid." 


After the preliminary 
questioning, 
Mr. Reynolds said he had known Mrs, 
Chadwick seven or eight years and Dr. 
Chadwick all his life. In detailing how 
he came into possession of the $5,000.- 
000 note bearing the name of Andrew 
Carnegie, he said: 
"Mrs. Chadwick 
called mo to her house, I think it was 
March 5, 1903, and said she wished to 
Intrust to me some securities. She said 
she had been advised to place them in 
the possession of a third party, and 
she wanted me to take caro of them," 


Continuing, the witness said; "She 
then handed me a paper to sign." This 
paper witness did not hate with him, 
but as near as he could remember it 
read: "I certify that I hold In trust 
for Mrs, Cassle Chadwick 
securities 
and a note for $5,000,000," Mr. Rey- 
nolds would not swear to the wording, 
but it was to that effect. 


The note was not endorsed, but he 
had no ddubt that the alleged maker 
of the note was back of the woman. 
He had read the trust agreement, but 
had never seen the signature, 
Mrs. 
Chadwick had told him the original 
was in the package he held. He confi- 
dently believed everything would be 
paid, up to a week ago, and had no 
suspicion of anything wrong until a 
few days before Mr. f^iewton brought 
his suit.

JAPS HAMMERIÍ1G 
PORT ARTHUR FLEET 


Toklo, Dec. 12.—The Japanese con­ 
tinue to batter the Port Arthur fleet, 
ind thor« Is little ground for expecting 
that It will ever again 
engage the 
Japanese. 
The battleship Sevastopol 
continues at anchor outside, but pos­ 
sibly returns to the harbor at nights 
and anchors inside the outer boom, 
which protects her from torpedo boats. 
The recent heavy weather has given 
added protection to the vessel. 
Naval 
experts are discarding the 
theory that the Russians themselves 
sank any of the ships. The fact that 
the vessels first showed lists while in 
exposed positions, and the efforts 
made to save the Sevastopol are re­ 
garded as conclusive evidence against 
the theory of their being sunk by the 
Russians. A majority of the sunken 
warships lie headed northward. They 
received the bulk of the fire across 
their port sides, and the fact that at 
least two of them showed lists to star­ 
board 
gives rise to the theory that 
Japanese shells exploded 
inside the 
ships and against the starboard armor, 
driving the armor outward and caus­ 
ing leaks. To make sure of the de­ 
struction of the Russian warships the 
Japanese continue to drop shells into 
the sunken hulks. 
The whereabouts 
of the torpedo boat destroyers contin­ 
ues doubtful, but it is thought tliey are 
sheltering outside the harbor. The ob­ 
servers 
report 
a 
number of tugs, 
launches, dredges and small craft an­ 
chored near the hospital ships In the 
west 
harbor, where 
they evidently 
have gone for the purpose of obtain­ 
ing protection. It is suggested that the 
besiegers 
notify Lieutenant General 
Stoessel to separate these vessels from 
the hospital ships or take the conse­ 
quences. The Japanese are exercising 
care to avoid hitting 
the 
hospital 
ships, which frequently are in the di­ 
rect line of fire. 


RIOTING IN ST. PETERSBURG 
^ • 
100 Injured and Many Arrested in 
AntUQovernment Demonstration. 
St. Petersburg, Dec. 12.—A popular 
anti-government 
demonstration, the 
participants in which 
Included large 
numbers of students of both sexes, be­ 
gan at midday in the Nevsky Prospect 
and lasted about two hours. Hundreds 
of police and mounted gendarmes, who 
were hidden In the courtyard of tho 
public buildings, emerged suddenly 
and charged the crowd at full gallop, 
driving the demonstrators In headlong 
confusion and screaming with terror 
upon the sidewalks and into adjacent 
streets. This led to serious encounters, 
100 persons being more or less se­ 
verely injured. Many were an*ested. 
In anticipation of the demonstration 
an Immense thrown v/as attracted to 
the broad thoroughfare, and long be­ 
fore the hour fixed, despite the plead­ 
ings of tho police, who literally lined 
the sidewalks, the throngs 
on 
the 
pavements were so dense that move­ 
ment was almost 
impossible, while 
the snow-covered boulevard was black 
with a tangled mass of sleighs filled 
mostly with the curious. In throngs 
on the sidewalk were practically tho 
whole student body of tho c'apital, in­ 
cluding many young women, who have 
always been prominent In Russia in 
liberal revolutionary movements, and 
also thousands of workmen belonging 
to the Social Ijabor party. 
Toward 1 o'clock the workmen and 
•tudents seemed to swarm toward the 
corner of the Hotel Europe, opposite 
the Kazan Cathedral. Then, when there 
was not a single mounted policeman 
in sight, on the stroke of 1, from the 
heart of the thickly wedged crowd a 
blood-red flag, like a sheet of flame, 
suddenly shot up. It was the signal. 
Other flags 
appeared in the crowd, 
waving frantically overhead; and they 
were greeted with a hoarse roar “Down 
with autocracy.” The students surged 
Into the street, singing the "Marsel- 
lalse," 
while 
innocent 
spectators, 
seeking 
u> 
extricate 
themselves, 
crowded into doorways and hugged the 
walls, Dismounted police made a sin­ 
gle attempt to force their way into tho 
crowd to wrest 
the flags from 
the 
demonstrators, but the students and 
workmen, armed 
with sticks, stood 
close and beat 
back the assailants. 
Then, like a flash, from behind the 
Kazan Cathedral, came a squadron of 
gendarmerie. The doors of adjoining 
courtyards were thrown back, and bat­ 
talions of police came out. A double 
squadron 
charged the flank of the- 
demonstrators with drawn sabres. Five 
other squadrons xjlrcled the mob, cut­ 
ting througli the fringe of<i specutors, 
who gladly»scurrled to cover: The mala 
wedge opf)in dcnionstral^».stood "fast 


only a moment or two. There was a 
sharp rattlo of 
cudgels and sabres, 
though the wounds showed that the 
police struck principally with tho flat 
of their sabres. The women were espe­ 
cially florce In their resistance. Many 
were struck and trampled, and blood 
streamed down thelv faces. 
While the mob stood, those within 
managed to throw hundreds of rovolu- 
tlonai’y proclamations over the heads 
of their fellows. Tho police urged their 
horses fieicely Into the crowd, driving 
those 
who 
resisted into the court­ 
yards, the Hotel Europe and tho Cath­ 
olic church. 
The intense excitement 
lasted about 30 minutes, after which 
mounted squads of the gendarmerie 
patroUrd the streets and the policemen 
devoted 
themselves to keeping 
the 
crowd moving. 
MRS. CHADWICK 
AGAIN INDICTED 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 13.—Trouble for 
Mrs. Cassle L. Chadwick increases at 
a rapid rate. She was twice indicted 
by the grand jury of Cuyahoga county, 
and her old-time friend, Iri Reynolds, 
took the stand in court and made evi­ 
dent his intention to shield and protect 
her no longer. 
The 
formal 
indictments 
voted 
against Mrs. Chadwick are based, one 
upon the Carnegie note for $250,000, 
which was made payable at the office 
of Andrew Carnegie in New York city, 
and the other upon the Carnegie note 
for $500,000, which was payable at the 
National Bank of Commerce in New 
York city. Under each indictment-are 
two counts, one charging forgery, the 
other uttering forged paper. 
Information of the Indictments was 
at once wired to New York by County 
Prosecutor Keeler, and he requested 
that Mrs. Chadwick be Immediately 
rearreeted if she secured ball on the 
other charges hanging over her. 
The examination of 
Iri Reynolds, 
treasurer and secretary of the Wade 
Park Bank, before Referee Remington 
in the bankruptcy court, failed to dis- 
cloee SJiy .asect that ^light.bo /¡scured 
by Receiver Loeser, appointed by the 
federal court, but brought from Mr, 
Reynolds in reply to questions; "She 
told mo she 
was 
the 
Illegitimate 
daughter of Andrew Carnegie,” 
Later Mr, Reynolds, in detailing his 
transactions with Mi’s. Chadwlclc, said: 
“In all my transactions with 
Mrs. 
Chadwick I believed from what she 
told me that Andrev/^ Carnegie was 
backing her and that all her indebted­ 
ness would be paid," He then added: 
“And I have not had anything yet to 
mako me doubt it.” 
The wltne.ss 
appeared anxious to 
help the ofllcials in ever>' way, and 
volunteered much 
Information. 
One 
question caused him to bridle some­ 
what, however, and his reply was most 
pathetic. He was asked how much his 
personal loans to lier amounted to, and 
he $aid, In a voice trembling with emo­ 
tion: “Please excuse Ine from answer­ 
ing that; I'm willing to tell all I know 
of this affair, but I’m going to stay 
right hero In Cleveland. I’m not going 
to run away. I’m going to stay here 
and take my medicine. I want to see 
the other debts paid.” 
After the preliminary questioning, 
Mr. Reynolds said he had known Mrs. 
Chadwick seven or eight years and Dr, 
Chadwick all his life, in detailing how 
he came Into possession of the |5,000.- 
000 note bearing the name of Andrew 
Carnegie, he said: 
“Mrs. Chadwick 
called mo to her house, I think it was 
March 5, 1903, and said she wished to 
Intrust to me some securities. She said 
she had been advised to place them In 
the possession of a third party, and 
she wanted me to take care of them.” 
Continuing, the witness said: “She 
then handed me a paper to sign.” This 
paper witness did not hate with him, 
but as near as he could remember it 
read: “I certify that I hold in trust 
for Mrs. Cassle Chadwick securities 
and a note for 15,000,000.” Mr. Rey­ 
nolds would not swear to the wording, 
but It was to that effect. 
The note was not endorsed, but he 
bad no ddubt that the alleged maker 
of the note was back of the woman. 
He had read the trust agreement, but 
had never seen the signature.

Chadwick had told him the original 
was in the package he held. He confi­ 
dently believed everything would be 
paid, up to a week ago, and had no 
suspicion of anything wrong until a 
few days before Mr. Jiewton brought 
his suit. 
Mr. Reynolds came away from New 
York, ho said, becaue»?,' be did not have 
money enough to sia/, there iwo hours,. 
“She has fooled max- and many men^ 
smarter than me;

New Way to Preserve Food. 


An ingenious method of preserving 
food has recently been devised which 
Is based on the fact that powdered 
gêiatln» or thin sheets of the same 
material, not only do not spoil, but 
are capable of protecting Incorporated 
substances from 
bacteria, 
moisture 
and other affencies which bring- about 
decomposition. 
Thus to make a con- 
centrated beef extract, tea or coffee 
extract, soup, etc., the liquid is mix- 
ed hot with one por cent, of primary 
gelatin, which differs from the com- 
mercial article in not having the glue- 
like taste of tho latter. 


After cooling a jelly is formed and 
th'is is cut Into thin Alms and dried by 
a current of cold air until it beconu^s 
brittle. 
When this condition is n>arh- 
ed the sheets are then reduced t ) a 
fine powder, which will keep Ind^^ft- 
nitely. 
While it will absorb moi-iMirt^ 
it does not do- so to a degree to oc- 
casloii decomposition, and tho moi 
ture is subsequently given off in dry 
air. 
The powder,

cake, forms a brittle cake, not intf^r 
fering with its use. while U is r<><> 
hard for insects. 
When 
placed 
in 
warm water it dissolves immédiat 
and is thus ready for use. 
If heated 
above 
the temperature

other germs will be k'illed and to se- 
cure the best results

should be packed air-tight.

Thus to make a con­ 
centrated beef extract, tea or coffee 
extract, soup, etc., the liquid Is mix­ 
ed hot with one per cent, of primary 
gelatin, which differs from the rom* 
niercial article In not having the glue­ 
like taste of tho latter. 
After cooling a Jelly is formed and 
th’is is cut into thin films and dripil by 
a current of cold air until it beconu'S 
brittle.

Millions for Good Roads. 


Senator Latimer, of the committee on 
/ngriculture and forestry, on Wednesday, 
in the Senate at Washington, reported 
^favorably the bill known as the ''Latimer 
tGood Roads" bill. It carries an appro- 
;priatlon of $24,000,000, to bo available in 
Ihree annual insUllments of §8,000,000, 
for road building in the States. 
Under 
the provielone of the bill, the States are 
to do the work of couetruction and pay 
'one-half the cost, the national government 
^•paying the other half.

From 
Japs. 


In many respects the behavior of 
the Japanese sets an example to other 
nations regarding themselves as civi- 
lized. 
War correspondents testify to 
the scrupulous honesty of the Japan- 
ese soldiers which makes It possible 
to leave valuables, liquor and eatables 
freely exposed without risk of theft. 
An extraordinary 
instance 
of 
tbe 
same scrupulous regard for individual 
property rights is given in dispatches 
from St. Petersburg, announcing that 
the Russian general staff is regularly 
receiving through the intermediary 
of the French embassy large numbers 
of carefully iastened packets forward- 
ed by the Japanese military authori- 
ties. 
They contain objects of value 
of all kinds, such as 
Jewels, 
cigar 
cases, purses, watches, gold crosses 
and sums of money, sometimes even 
single rouble pieces, 
found 
by 
the 
Japanese on the bodies 
of 
Russian 
officers and soldiers buried by them 
after battles. 


PARTY of

Those 
of us who had not been on the pla ns 
before could not make out what this 
Wne was, but we were informed by the 
chief of our party that it was a herd 
of buffalo.

"We could see plainly enough that 


with our heavily 
loaded teams we 
could not get beyond it. 
Our chief 
therefore promptly called a halt, ga^c 
orders that the two wagons be brought 
up close together, one behind the other 
and directed that 
the mules be un- 
hitched, placed behind the wagons on 
the side opposite that from which the 
buffalo were coming and securely fas- 
tened to the wheels. 
Then one man 
was detailed to each mule to keep it 
as qujet as possible, while ten of us 
were instructed to fill our pockets W)th 
cartridges, form a line, go out to meet 
the buffalo and try to split them and 
keep them divided until thoy passed 


the wagons. 
"The Spencer carbines with which 


we were armed shot a .50-caliber bullet 
with a charge of powder much too light 
for that weight of load and that kind 
of game. 
AVe went 
back some 300 
yards from the wagons and opened 
tire. The rear end of the herd had not 
yet' come up over the opposite ridge, 
that we were confronted by a mass 
of buffalo half a mile long on the front 
and extending at least that far back. 
The animals were coming toward us at 
v:hat was only a fast walk until we 
opened fire, and then broke into a gal- 
lop 
To stop them was out of the ques- 
tion. for those in front were urged for- 
ward by those behind. 


recall distinctly that A v h e n I fired 
my first shot, the front of the line 
being about 
200 yards 
from us. I 
thought I had struck a horn, but when 
£ had fired several shots and heard 
them all strike I knew I was hitting 
something beside horns. 
I 
thought 
noise might be of benefit at this tune, 
so having good lungs I exerted them 
to the utmost, joined at once by tbe 
rest of the firing party. And my theory 
worked out all right. The noise of our 
guns and of our voices, with what exe- 
cution our bullets were doing, caused 
the herd to divide and pass to each 
side of us. 
Bu£ we soon found our- 
selves in a precarious situation. "When 
the herd was first split, the buffalo 
could see as well as hear us. and they 
veered off either way. but those that 
were following created such a noise 
themselves and raised such a cloud of 
dust that they could hardly see 
or 
hear us, and soon began to crowd in on 
us in a way exceedingly disquieting. 
SITUATION EXCITING. 


The animals were being forced back- 
ward and In and upon each other to 
such an extent that it became doubt- 
ful whether we were going to succeed 
hi our effort. 
If we should fall it 
meant that we should be trampled un- 
der foot and the entire party as well 
AS the outfit wiped off the face of the 
earth. We had been forced in^o a solid 
line and w^ere splitting the herd, be- 
cause we w^ould not be doubled up or 
give way on either side. Wo had been 
going back foot by foot, had few cart- 
ridges left and it was becoming evident 
that we could 
not hold 
out much 
longer when our backs came in contact 
with the wagons, and almost at the 
same instant we saw daylight ahead 
of us, and there was the end of the 
herd. 
The most remarkable 
thing 
about the whole affair was that when 
the herd had passed and the dust had 
settled there were only two dead buf- 
faloes lying upon the plains, while 
more than 300 shots had been fired. 


"Having a small supply of water in 
our wagons, wo camped at the place 
where the fight had taken place, but 
got little sleep, as the herd stopped 
within a shoit distance of us. On ac- 
count of the M'ounded buffalo and smell 
of fresh blood, they were in a state of 
turmoil all night, while the wolves- 
both coyotes and the large gray ani- 
mals—kept up an incessant howling all 
night Jong. 
We moved on the next 
morning in good order with plei>*y of 
buffalo meat, the first we had obtained 
upon the trip. 
"The buffalo is, under ordinary ciri- 


cumstances/' continued Mr. Richards, 
•'a docile animal, neither aggressive 
nor combative, but I had some exper- 
ience with the animal which went to 
show that when aggravated they are 
dangerous, 
I found that ordinarily a 
buffalo, like any other wild animal 
with which I Jiave had experience, 
wyi run /rom a bunter wben given an 
opportunity, and that when wounded 
It will 
clargf é 
ttW 


from a greater distance than about 
fifty yards. On one occasion I met one 
which was an exception to this rule, 
however. 
I was hunting on foot with 
n Henrv rifle. Buffalo wore not plen- 
tiful i n \ h e locality, but I finally sight- 
ed an old bull lying down on the plains. 
Hunting on foot. I needed meat badly, 
and could not afford to let' this old 
fellow get away. Buffalo are not wary 
when lying down, and I approachcd to 
within'150 yards, when I concluded I 
was about as close as I cared to be, 
took aim and fired. 


"My bullet struck the sloping sur- 
face of a rib. made a slit in the hide 
and did no further damage. 
The old 
fellow Jumped up and started to run 
at right angles to the line I was fol- 
lowing, giving mo a good shot at his 
side. 
I fired, but having underesti- 
mated the distance, the ball dropped 
and struck him just above the hoof of 
the foreleg. He then turned and came 
straight for mo. 


A FORTUNATE SHOT. 


'There was nothing for me to do but 
to hold my ground and shoot. 
He 
came on without the slightest hesita- 
tion. and 1 kept shooting as fast as I 
could, but after a few shots I became 
much alarmed respecting the number 
of cartridges remaining in my maga- 
zine. 
I had 
no time to 
look to see 
whether I was throwing in a cartridge 
every time I threw down the lever. 
.Tust^^s I was about to pull the trigger 
for another shot he stopped. 
He was 
so near I could have thrown my hat 
on his horns. 
"The old fellow certainly presented 


a most terrifying aspect. I found two 
or three bullets in his foretop, flattened 
on his skull, while the ball which killed 
him had passed along the side of his 
neck and entered his body between the 
neck and the shoulder blade. 
But for 
that one fortunate 
shot, this story 
probably would never have been told/' 
—Washington Star.

“We could see plainly enough that 
with our heavily 
loaded teams we 
could not get beyond it. 
Our chief 
therefore promptly called a halt, gave 
orders that the two wagons be brought 
up close together, one behind the other 
and directed that 
the mules bo un­ 
hitched, placed behind the wagons on 
the side opposite that from which the 
buffalo were coming and securely fas­ 
tened to the wheels. 
Then one man 
w.is detailed to each mule to keep it 
as qujet as possible, while ten of us 
were instructed to fill our pockets with 
cartridges, form a line, go out to meet 
the buffalo and try to split them and 
keep them divided until they passed 
the wagons. 
“The Spencer carbines with which 
we w’ere arnied shot a ,50-caliber bullet 
with a charge of powder much too light 
for that weight of load and that kind 
of game. 
We went 
back some 300 
yards from the wagons and opened 
fire. The rear end of the herd had not 
yet come up over the opposite ridge, 
so that W’e were confronted by a mass 
of buffalo half a mile long on the front 
and extending at least that far back. 
The animals were coming toward us at 
i\"hat was only a fast walk until we 
opened fire, and then broke into a gal­ 
lop. To stop them was out of the ques­ 
tion, for those in front were urged for­ 
ward by those behind. 
“I recall distinctly that when I fired 
my first shot, the front of the line 
being about 
200 yards 
from us, I 
thought I had struck a horn, but when 
£ had fired several shots and heard 
them all strike I knew I was hitting 


Buffalo are not wary 
when lying down, and I approached to 
within 150 yards, when I concluded I 
was about as close as I cared to be, 
took aim and fired.

^There was nothing for me to do but 
to hold my ground and shoot.

of cartridges remaining in my maga­ 
zine. I had no time to 
look to see 
whether I was throwing in a cartridge 
every time I threw down the lever. 
Just as I was about to pull the trigger 
for another shot he stopped, He was 
.so near I could have thrown my hat 
on his horns. 
“The old fellow certainly presented 
a most terrifying aspect. I found two 
or three bullets in his foretop, flattened 
on his skull, while the ball which killed 
him had passed along the side of his 
neck and entered his body between the 
neck and the shoulder blade. But for 
tJiat one fortunate 
shot, this story 
probably would never have been told.*^

When 
the herd was first split, the* buifalo 
could see as well as hear us. and they 
I veered ofC either way, but those that 
wei’e following created such a noise 
themselves and raised such a cloud of 
dust that they could hardly see

hear us, and soon began to crowd in on 
us in a way exceedingly disquieting. 
SITUATION EXCITING. 
The animals were being forced back­ 
ward and in and upon each other to 
sucli an extent that It became doubt­ 
ful whether we were going to succeed 
in our effort. 
If wo should fail it 
meant that we should be trampled un­ 
der foot and the entire party as well 
as the outlit wiped off the face of the 
earth. Wc had been forced in^o a solid 
line and were splitting the herd, be­ 
cause we would not be doubled up or 
give way on either side. Wo had been 
going back foot by foot, had few cart­ 
ridges left and it was becoming evident 
that we could 
not hold 
out much 
longer when our backs came in contact 
with the wagons, and almost at the 
same instant we saw daylight ahead 
of us, and there was the end of the 
herd.

about tbe whole affair was that when 
the herd had passed and the dust had 
settled there were only two dead buf­ 
faloes lying upon the plains, while 
more than 300 shots had been fired. 
“Having a small supply of water in 
our wagons, wo campcd at the place 
where the fight liad taken place, but 
got little sleep, as the herd stopped 
within a fihoit distance of us. On ac­ 
count of the wounded buffalo and smell 
of fresh blood, they were in a state of 
turmoil all night, while the wolves— 
both coyotes and the large gray ani­ 
mals—kept up an incessant howling all 
night Jong. 
We moved on the next 
morning in good order with pleuiy of 
buffalo meat, the first we had obtained 
upon the trip.
